[ABSTRACT] 

[Object] To provide a camera with binoculars for users, which 
includes a camera and binoculars combined, and constructed so 
as to be compact and portable. 

[Composition] Binoculars, are combined with a camera at the 
upper portion of the camera so as to be compact and portable. 
[WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: ] 

[Claim 1] A camera with binoculars, wherein a camera and 
binoculars are combined although a conventional camera has only 
a camera function.
